You can see that I am still in lieauti- 
ful France (not Twy beautiful to me 
now, situated as I am.) . . . .My pres- 
ent occupation is that of operator in 
the Engineering Corps. I am at a 
station called Adamy Y.. which is 
right in the middle of the Boise de 
Vignellenes, (or to put it in plain 
EInglish, I am in a dickens of^a 
place.) The 'station' I speak of it 
an old French box-car on a siding, 
is which my buddie, our rations and 
myself try to make the best of it. 

"There isn't anything very eaeit- 
ing around heror^exoept the occasloa- 
al Tislt of wild boars and wild cata. 
The cats howl nearly all night long 
when they come to pay us a visit, and 
you can imagine how delightfully we 
get to sleep while that is going on. 

This is the damdest plane I have 

been in since I have been in Prance. 
I didn't mind half so much when the 
war was on, and we were in action, 
and there was hustling all around 
us. Tborai was always something go- 
in? on. air battles to watch, etc., but 
now there is nothing to see but the 
deep woods and an occasional 
glimpse of an American newspaper. 
We get a copy of THB MEWS once 
in a while, and read ererj llae in it. 

"It looks now as if we are doomed 
to stay over here for some time yet. 
Can't tell from what we hear just 
how tone* oHher. I eertaialy hope it 
won't be very long, for the sight of 
the old IT. S. A., eren Clasrsville, 
would be like a glimpse of Heaven to 
us boys. Ask the fellows who have 
come back. We are well-treated here, 
well fed and clothed, but that isn't 
all. We want to oome back home. 

"Well, there comes a call, so I will 
have to answer. Best regards to all 
the boysL Hoping to see them all 
soon. I am.

But the underwriters' repre- 
sentatives in this district should be 
able to do still more for the city if 
they would undertake to Interest 
themselTes in the clean-up. lioeal 
age-nts of the great companies could 
influence the special agents of the 
companies to interest themselves in 
LouisviUe's nee4; and their advice 
upon th« remoral and Hlmlnatlon of 
hazards, the lessening of exposure 
risk and the like would be invalua- 
ble. Fire Marshal Pannell and his 
men will never be able to affect the 
rate sttnatlon as would the special 
agents if they were banded together 
to help Louisville out of a mighty

*'To the Honorable Robert L. Stout, 
"Judge of the Bourbon Circuit 
Court: 

"Your March grand jury respect- 
fully submits this, its final report, 
and asks that it be finally dischuied* 

''We have eiqunined into all maA" 
ters whkb were brought to our at- 
tention, and have f onnd such indict- 
ments as the evidence justified. 

"We have visited the county poor 
farm and find it in good condition, 
clean, and the inmates well con- 
tended. We find the cooking stove in 
the negro quarters in bad condition 
and liable to cause a fire, and we call 
the fiscal court's attention to this 
matter, and ask that it be remedied. 

"We have visited the county jail and 
find it clean, sanitary and we have 
no recommendations to make. 

"We feel that the county would 
thank the fiscal court and the city 
council for having at last started 
work on the road leading through 
East Paris, and this grand jury de- 
sires to call attention to this fac^ 
and at the same fme it al'^o desires 
to call the attention of the ^eal 
court to the miserablo condition into 
which our country roads have fsUen.

If you take cold, go 
home for the safety of the commu- 
nity, to a well ventilated room by 
yourself, for the safety of jonr fun- 
ily, and to your bed for your own 
safety. Send for your doctor, but if 
you are unable to get him, take a 
dose of castor oil, drink water freely, 
and eat aoupe, eggs and other soft 
food, salted to taste. Avoid whisky. 
It neither prevents nor enres influ- 
enza. Stay in bed until the cold is 
well, and if you stay by yourself the 
dteMces are you will not . develop 
pneoBonia. If you d^ these things 
and have been taoilkildted, yon are 
practically certilB BOt to itfltop 
pneumonia. ^ 

Cover your nose and mouth with 
your handkerchief when sneesing or 
coughing, and persuade others to do 
so.

If the Bluegrass farmer knew the 
hardships of the Southwest, they 
would appreciate more this beautiful 
farming land. Most of that section 
is watered by wells and a few rivers, 
the drinking water is very poor, some 
of it it gip water, which causes a 
kind of colic to most everyone that 
drinks it. Many fine herds of Short- 
horn and Hereford cattle are grown 
there. Many of the Western breed- 
ers go there to buy their breeding 
cattle. The crow ranch, in Montana, 
of 20,000 aerea, and gnislng 18.000 
cattle, sent an order for 200 bulls. 

The main crops are alfalfa, sudan, 
kafir com and sorghum. Sudan 
makes fine hay and two cuttings a 
year la made. Com and gardens sel- 
dom make a crop. The hot winds and 
lack of moisture dries them up. The 
wind blows very hard, filling every 
crack andjceyhole with sand. It gets 
in irour Ofss, shoes and poekets. The 
sun shines most every day in winter. 
It will rain and storm all night, next 
morning the sun comes out warm 
and the birds sing, and you almost 
forget the howlfnc eoyote and the 
ragring storm. The roads are sandy 
and they never shoe their horses and 
mules. Their wagon frames are built 
with high slats to keep the hay from 
blowing away. Moat every farm 
house has a storm pit in .the yard. A 
few years ago a twister struck a sec- 
tion near the river. It just swept 
everything in its path, killed people, 
live stock, bams, honaea and wagons 
were blown for milfes. The land is 
most all level; the soil is sandy in 
some parts and a black loam in an- 
other. The black loam grows fine 
wheat. The land is easy to culti- 
tivate. The four-horse lister is used 
for com planting. They call our 
corn planters top planters, and they 
have abandoned their use. 

That country ia noted for poultry 
and many quail abound there. Many 
hogs are bred for the market and the 
purebred are being established all 
over the State. 

The red man still owns his oil and 
farming land, and only a few have 
learned to work, so he leases it to 
the white man. The Indians still 
cling to their old custom of select- 
ing their Chiefs. He has to be test- 
ed and tried before he becomes Chief 
of a tribe. About 3.000 will "gather 
at a camping ground to witness and 
take part in the contest. 

The contest begins at sunrise and 
they dance until the sun goes down. 
Their music is a drum and a song of 
hay, hay, hay, and a yow, yow, yow. 
They never eat or drink. If they give 
out they lay down and rest, then re- 
turn to their task. Some faint and 
Jul and are atteMet-iyt a phyaielaa 
that is there for that purpose. In 
October, 1918, at Watonga, Okla..

That Is the substance of a 
statement contained in the report of 
fifty investigators of the American 
Red Cross working among the 200,- 
000 refm^ees gathered in and ahout 
Paris. The report atcys: 

"Most of the refugee families man- 
age to nourish themselves on the 
Qovernment allowance and their 
small wacea, but they are by no 
means able to clothe themselves. As 
the present prices of clothing in 
France are prohibitive, the need for 
this kind of assistance is obvious. 
Accordingly, wo decided torsive food 
only when special aourlslunent was 
ordered by a physician, but to con- 
tinue to look after the clothing need 
as imperative." 

It is estimated that the German 
invasion of France aad Belgium 
made wanderers of 1,2S0,000 for- 
merly happy country people of these 
countries. 

Now that the conflict is over and 
the occupied territories of France 
and Belgium have been liberated^ 
these refugees are hastenitig back to 
their former homes in large num- 
bers. They have no thought o^ the 
ruins, the cold weather, or their 
condition as regards sufficient cloth- 
ing, only the longing to get back to 
theil- homes, occupy their minds. 

In passing their ruined villages 
and towns, thoy earn ho aeeii standing 
in the doorway of houses which have 
for their roofs nothing but a sheet 
of ca/uvas which sags under the 
weight of the snow. Smoke curls up 
from a hole la the grmind a^d in- 
vestigation of its source discloses a 
family of four or five huddled about 
a fire in the cellar of a completely 
wrecked home. The children wear 
old blankets and the parents work 
and sleep la a ragged patch-wcnrk of 
coetumes. To the Red Cross man, 
who visits them, the mother says: 

"We would not mind if we only 
had a few clothes to keep us warm 
while we worked. My boy has not 
left the Are for three days. It's so 
cold outside and he has nothing httt 
a blanket to put around him." 

The gift of a pair of socks by a 
passing American doughboy. to an old 
peasant at Oonflaas brought tears of 
joy. The old fellow talks about his 
mcluB unceasingly. Another wears a 
pair of overalls that were presented 
to him by an American, as proudly 
a.s If It were a dress suit Of food 
they have little, but of clothes they 
have practically none.

Italy is the natural ally of G^many. 
It was Russia that Italy faated-^ot 
Germany. Austria has brcAisn up and 
twenty million of her people with 
German sjmpathies, have gone with 
Germany, giving Germany a strength 
of eighty millions now as aganst 
some sixty millions befor€r~th« war. 
The cause of Italy's enmity to Ger- 
many disappeared when Austria 
broke up. Probably in another align- 
I'ment Italy would be found with Ger- 
many. All of this would give Ger- 
many power of which she never 
dreamed and she would need but an- 
other Kaiser to lead her to world 
ambition. 

"Rev. Mangum showed that Wood- 
row Wilson has but taken the next 
step fcHlowing the step forward taken 
by George Washington; Washington 
fought against States' rights for a 
federal government or a nation. 
Wilson fights against national preju- 
dices f<»* internationalism. Then -it 
was State rights agaiaat aatlonal 
rights. 

"Rev. Mangum reviwed briefly the 
good points of the League, showing 
how there will have to be discussion 
and delay before starting another 
war. There will be time for cooling 
down, for arbitration. War will be 
the last thing and not the first 
as it was in 1914. Had there been a 
discussion there would have been no 
war. Germany refused absolutely to 
discuss the matter. 

"Lastly Rev. Manyim abowed that 
the League of Mattons was the ful- 
fillment of bibblteal pir^hecy. It is 
the day for which the world has hop- 
> ed and prayed, dreamed and yearned 
for. It has come."
